KEW METHODS ASSIST IN 
REFRIGERATION OF FOOD 


Rapid 
Process 
of 
Freezing 
Keeps 
Preduce Longer Without Loss, Ex­ 
periments 8How. 


Halifax, N. S.—Improvements in re­ 
frigeration methods which may result 
In widespread changes in systems of 
storing and shipping perishable foods 
are boing put into effect by a group 
of shipping experts, 
fish distributors 
and officials of th# A tlantic experi­ 
mental station for fisheries of the Ca­ 
nadian government. 
The central Idea of the new method 
is th at food 
preserved 
by 
freezing 
Should be chilled rapidly instead 
of 


slowly, as lins been the practice Bi 
the past. 
Fillets of large fish are 
wrapped In waxed paper and packed 
tightly In narrow cans, sunk in a rap 
idly circulating bath of very cold brine 
kept constantly at a tem perature near 
zero 
Fahrenheit. 
Small 
fish 
are 
wrapped and packed in whole. 
Tills 
process freezes the fish rapidly, pre­ 
venting the formation of large lee 
crystals, which occurs when the chill­ 
ing proceeds at a slower rate, and 
which Is very deleterious to the fish 
when kept for more than a few days. 
Fiah preserved by the new rapld-freez- 
ing method have been 
kept for six 
months and when thawed and cooked 
could not be distinguished from freshly 
caught fish. 
Still more rapid methods of freezing 
are being sought by the experimenters. 
Pieces of haddock were hung on wires 


nnd submerged In liquid nir kept la 
big thermo bottles, which furnished a 
tem perature of some 900 degrees below 
zero Fahrenheit. 
At once the liquid 
boiled and hissed like w ater when a 
white-hot iron was planted into it and 
In a fraction of a minute the fish was 
taken out, frozen white like one's ear 
In a blizzard and brittle as taffy. There 
was no moisture on tits flesh, no slime, 
no crystsls of lee In the tissue. 
Llquld-alr freezing Is still too ex* 
pensive for commercial use, but the 
price of the cooling agent could be re­ 
duced to a few cents a quart, refriger­ 
ating engineers claim, lf the fish In­ 
dustry were to adopt th# technic wide­ 
ly, since the m anufacture of liquid air 
on a large scale for this purpose would 
bring a lower price.

“It seems like magic, but the main difference was that the 
bank’s ironclad contract supplied a strong backbone. 
A sensitive 
conscience could not draw out every!I ing to pay a single bill. One 
fund stood firm. 
“The difficult part is to make the beginning. 
The fund you, 
can't draw for a whole year does this. 
When we started, we aban­ 
doned hope for the current year, but we took a long look towards 
the next one. 
“The long unit has changed our whole psychology. 
One 
Christmas is not the end of tin world. 
One lost vacation does not 
ruin a life. 
We do not piffle much about small things. 
All our 
units are getting bigger. We look four years in the eye without a 
blink, whether tin subject be sheets, soap. opera tickets or college 
educations,” 
We are a short-sighted race. Perhaps we should be less tim ­ 
orous, happier and more resourceful if we took civic development 
and the biggest things in life as well as the sheets, soap and 
Christmas bills with a king look, and prepared to handle them on 
the principle of the long unit.

X-ray Movies 


Moving pictures have moved far along since their pioneer 
days when they amounted to a curious substitute for the dime 
museum or peep show. 
The latest developments are most remark­ 
able of all.

things are being done by physicians to show the internal condi 
lions of the body and help in diagnosis. 
At a gathering of X-ra> 
experts the other day, there were shown films of a beating heart 
find the progress of digestion. 
This involves, of course, the us* of the X ray to mala the 
photographs, instead of ordinary light. 
By the same process the 
operation and condition of various organs, transparent to the X- 
ray, are revealed hy making them visible by means of 
ial 
d'ct or the injection of opaque liquids. 
Thu the doctor finds out 
what is wrong with his patient by seeing right through him. 
The microscopic movies are, if possible, still mort' marvelous. 
No human eye has ever seen an atom, or even the aggregation of 
atoms called a molecule, and it is hardly possible that any eye 
ever will. But by means of the X-ray and microscope, moving pic­ 
tures are now produced showing the action of the X-ray on metal 
under varying conditions, and the action of the atom under elec­ 
trical influence. 
How much farther will this new wizardry go?

war, 
which culminated In bis undoing. 
T h is Is what Alexander Montgomery 
Carlisle, an old-time friend, who bas 
paid a visit to D oom house, has to 
say of William II. 
Mr. Carlisle says 
he stain 
erect, talks vivaciously so d 
retains his old dignity and bearing. 
In bls exile William continues to wear 
his showy uniforms and decorations, 
and there Is much of the old Potsdam 
regality nt Doom house.

lowed him somewhat and there a p ­ 
peared a tendency on his part to for­ 
get the bitterness of the World war.

One lost vacation does not 
ruin a life. 
We do not piffle much about small things. 
All our 
units are getting bigger. We look four years .ii the eye without a 
blink, whether the subject be sheets, soap, opera tickets or college 
educations.”

X-ray Movies 


Moving pictures have moved far along since their pioneer 
days when they amounted to a curious substitute for the dime 
museum or peep show. The latest developments are most remark­ 
able of all. 
They show what tile eye alone could never see. 
One branch of the new movies is physiological. 
Marvelous 
things are being done by physicians to show' the internal condi 
tions of the body and help in diagnosis. 
At a gathering of X-ra> 
experts the other day, there were shown films of a beating heart 
and the progress of digestion. 
This involves, of course, the use of (lie X-ray to make the 
photographs, instead of ordinary light. 
By the saint' process the 
operation and condition of various organs, transparent to thc X- 
ray, are revealed by making them visible by means of ^special 
d’ct or the injection of opaque liquids. 
Thus the doctor finds out 
what is wrong w ith his patient by seeing right through him. 
The microscopic movies are, if possible, still more marvelous. 
No human eye has ever seen an atom, or even the aggregation of 
atoms called a molecule, and it is hardly possible that any eye 
ever will. But by means of the X-ray and microscope, moving pic­ 
tures are now produced showing the action of the X-ray on metal 
under varying conditions, and the action of the atom under elec­ 
trical influence. 
How’ much farther will this new wizardry go?

Washington.—Tho last Av* year*

States, according to the annual report 
of the federal power commission.

RO, 1028, th# federal power commis­ 
sion has received 524 applications for 
power development and IOO applica­ 
tions for transmission lines.
